Ac- 
cording to what this man tells me, of the 
way this big farmer and a good many 
others around there did. their farming, 
it’s really no wonder they have no. crop 
aud in fact they don’t deserveany, Ap- 
pearingly tie only time these farmers get 
real Dusy is about six weeks in the spring 
of the year when they are rushing in the 
big acreage, 

This man in question did not believe 
in summer-fallow. He thinks it don’t 
pay as for the last two years, with plenty 
of rain, he has raised as big crops as any 
one else by spring plow or disking it in 
on stubble. This year he rushed in 900 
acres again in this way. He bought the 
seed dircct from the Elevator, did not 
bother about cleaning it. as it took too 
mneh time. He did’ not treat it for 
smutt as Formaline costs money and did 
not poison any gophers as wheat was too 
exspensive to’ feed to gophers. Well, 
when he was through he sat down to
